INFLUENZA CASES

In an effort to reduce unnecessary
calls on the overworked physicians in
Washington because of the epidemic
of iafluenza, Surgeon General Hlue of
the United States Health Service today
called upon the people to learn about
the home care of patients ill with In-
fluenza,

“Every person who feels sick an®
appears (o be developing an attack of
influenza should at oncs be put to
bed in a wall ventilated room,” sald
the sur Keneral. “Where &
phyzic is n ed a dose of castor eofl
or Rochelle salts should be given.

Should Clear Room.

“The room should be cloared of all
unnocesssary furniture, bric-a-brac,
and rugs. A wash basin, pltcher, and
bowl, soap and towels should be at
hand, preferdably in the room or just
»utside the door.

“1f the patient fa feverich a doctar
ehould be called, and this should be

pears very sick, or coughs up pinkish
(blood-stained) sputum, or breathes
rapidly and painfully.
“Most of the patients eough up con-
siderabls mucus; in some, there ie
h discharged from the nose
and throat. This material ghould not
be collected |n handkerchiefs, but
rather on bits of old rags, or on pa-
per napkins. As soon as tsed these
rags or papers should be placed In o
paper Dbag kept beside the bed
Pocket handkerchiefs are out of place
in the sick room, and should not be
used by patienta.  The rags or papers
in the paper bag should be hu:md.
